TOBERMARY, SCOTLAND—The 
search for a sixteenth century Span- 
ish treasure galleon, reported carry- 
ing about $68,000,000 in gold ducats 
when sunk, has been found accord- 
ing to some reports. 

The British navy has been search- 
ing for the ship for weeks, They re- 
cently came up with two silver 
medallions from the murk of Tober- 
mory bay where the search was con- 
ducted. The navy, however, called 
off the operation, 

The Duke of Argyll owns the 
galleon, if there is one, and the 
treasure, The navy operation was 
for practice. Any other move to re- 
cover the gold is up to the duke.

Violent Death at 96 


In looking over some old rec- 
ords in the probate office, Depu- 
ty Harold English ran across the 
war record in Captain Charles 
M. Cox, father of the late Neb 
Cox, former Elba resident. The 
record shows that Captain Cox 
was born Dec. 1, 1829, in Thom- 
aston, Ga. He enlisted in the 
Confederate army as captain 
June 5, 1861, in Company D, 
Alabama Infantry. He was cap- 
tured by the enemy and was 
held prisoner until the end of 
the war between the states. 

In commenting on the life of 
Captain Cox, his grandson, 
Bradley Cox, stated that his 
grandfather went through the 
war and Federal prisons without 
serious iujury and lived an ac- 
tive life until he was killed in an 
automobile wreck when the car 
in which he was riding crashed 
into a tree, throwing him out. 
He had reached the age of 96.

Check Endorsements 


Improper Endorsing 
Likely to Prevent 
Cashing Of Check 


The Coffee ‘County Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare today 
asked the cooperation of busi- 
nessmen, store keepers, and oth- 
ers cashing checks for clients 
from the department in making 
sure that the check is properly 
endorsed before it is cashed. 

According to the State Depart- 
ment regulations, each check 
| should be endorsed by the per- 
ison to whom it is made out, and 
'the individual should endorse 
the check by signing the name 
exactly as it is written on the 
check. If the individual receiy- 
ing the check is unable to per- 
sonally sign the check, then the) 
witness should write the individ- 
ual’s name and allow the indi- 
vidual to make his mark. The 
witnesses name and complete 
address should be given below 
the recipients name. 

Children and friends of the 
recipient are warned not to sign 
for the recipient unless they do 
so in the capacity of a witness 
following the procedure outlined 
above. If someone else signs the 
recipient’s name without secur- 
ing the mark of the recipient 
and without witnessing the sig- 
nature and giving their complete 
address, the check is incorrectly 
endorsed even though the indi- 
vidual who acts for the recipient

Cost $80 Million 


The biggest tunnel in the world is 
the Queensway tunnel under the 
Mersey river between Liverpool and 
Birkenhead in England. The Queens- 
way has one bore slightly more than 


was expected to cost about $50 mil- 
lion when the ground was broken 
by President Roosevelt in 1940 
When finished it had cost $80 
million. 

The tunnel is actually two tubes, 
running east and west, 15 feet apart. 
At the deepest. point they are 115 
feet below the surface of the Hast 
river. : 

Each tube {1s a two-lane highway 
and together they are expected to 
handle 2,800 cars an hour, or about 
16 million a year. 

Twenty-seven intake fans and 26 
exhaust fans ventilate the tunnel, 
supplying more than four million 
cubic feet of fresh air every minute. 
The ventilation job required the con- 
struction of four buildings and one 
three-fourths acre island. 

President Roosevelt broke the 

ground for the tunnel in 1940 but ac- 

tual construction did not begin un- 
| til the following year. In 1942, be- 
cause of the war, work had to be 
postponed and was not resumed un- 
til 1945.

Wood Carver's 
Mistake Names 
(and ‘America’ 


NEW YORK—If you ever won 
dered how this land of ours got its 
name America—it was a mistake. 

The only known copy of a world 
globular map printed in 1507, the 
first to show the Western Hemis- 
phere and to designate it “Ameri 
ca’’ was put on sale recently. 

The map was issued in April. 
1507, just 15 years after Colunibus 
made his discovery. It was made 
by Martin Waldseemuller, a Ger- 
man cartographer. It was Wald- 
seemuller who made the mistake 
and named this land America, 

Many contribute the mistake to 
his absorbing interest in Amerigo 
Vespucci. Later, so the story goes, 
Waldseemuller realized Vespucci 
did not discover the new continent, 
and in 1516 he dropped the name. 
It was too late, however, for the 
public refused to give up the name 
which he had coined. 


Map Cut From Wood 


The global map was cut from a 
single wood block and measures 
9% by 15 inches. It was designed 
in twelve connected globular seg- 
ments, presumably to be cut out, 
mounted on- heavier paper and 
shaped into globe form. 

However, you wouldn't recognize 
America from Waldseemuller’s 
map. It's shaped something like a 
boomerang and is about a fifth of 
the size of Europe. 

The map is assumed to have 
been printed in St, Die in Lorraine, 
but there is a possibility that it 
was produced in Strassburg, a 
famous center for wood cutting and 
printing. 

The map was the remaining item 
and prize piece of what was until 
recently the world’s largest and 
most famous private collection of 
early maps.

Revives Patient 
Pronounced Dead | 


NEW YORK—The new technicue 
of manual massage of the heart to | 


revive its beating when a patient | 
dies on the operating table has | 


been successfully used twice upon 
the same patient, staff members of 
St. John’s hospital report. 

A staff member reports that a 
65-year-old Tong Island man was 
pronounced dead twice within a 
period of four hours and each time 
the doctor successfully massaged 
the heart into action again 

The physician, who would not 
allow the use of his name, said his 
patient recovered. 

“T expect to get in some fishing 
with him this summer,” he added. 


Massages Heart 

The hospital staff would not re- 
veal the name of the patient, but 
gave this version of the incident: 

The patient underwent an ab- 
dominal operation which was not 
successful. A second operation was 
ordered and completed without in- 
cident. 

Then, just as the operation was 
completed, the anesthetist report- 
ed that the patient was dead, his 
heart and respiration having 
ceased, The unnamed doctor quick- 
ly made an incision over the heart, 
reached into the chest cavity and 
began to massage the lifeless organ 
by hand.

SEROWE, AFRICA—A pretty for- 
mer London stenographer, now the 
white queen of the black Bamang 
wato, is probably the loneliest wom- 
an in Africa although she is sur- 
rounded by hundreds of her subjects 
and many white people. 

She is also aware that her mar- 
riage to the Bamangwato chief has 
brought to the fore the touchy ques- 
tion of Britain's relations with the 
non-white races of the empire. 

She is isolated because the Brit- 
ish have forced her husband to re- 
turn to London and he cannot return 
to his tribe for five years, Her iso- 
lation is increased because’ the 
white colony of Serowe will have 
nothing to do with her. 

The whites look down on mixed 
marriage. At the town's few social 
occasions they studiously ignore ‘er 
She gets no invitations from them 
and she has no white callers. 

One young white couple who were 
her friends and sometimes called 
on her, have been _ transferred. 
There was little doubt that the move 
was officially inspired. 

Her palace is a simply furnished

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Navy Uses Fort Knox Gold 


For Cosmic-Ray Research 


WASHINGTON — The office of 
naval research announced recent- 
ly $200,000 in gold had been bor- 
rowed from the Fort Knox vaults 
for use in new cosmic-ray research. 

Four hundred pounds of gold 
were used as a new material for

2.25 worth of the metal was re 
turned to Fort Knox. 

Gold bricks were machined into 
special plates and highly polished, 
a navy research man said, ‘'The 
cosmic pays actually effected no 
major change in the gold itself,” 


After the four-month job was fin- 
ished the gold was assayed to de- 
termine any change in purity. The 
navy reported no change.

To Adorn U.S. Yule Cards 


KANSAS CITY—Winston Church- 
ill’s paintings will appear on Amer- 
ican Christams cards this year, 
the first time the British wartime 
premier has permitted reproduc- | 
tion of his work for such a purpose. | 

The Hallmark greeting card 
company negotiated a three-year 
contract with Mr, Churchill, a 
famed amateur painter, for use of | 
18 of his canvases which are now 
on their way to the United States. 
The paintings remain the property 
of Mr. Churchill, however. 

His work has never been exhibi-
